In  East  City 

West  Berlin  Waits, 
Takes  Visit  Calmly 

BERLIN,  May  19— (UPI) — 
The  Eastern  half  of  this  divided 
city  was  in  a stew  over  the  ar- 
rival today  of  a terrible  tem- 
pered Nikita  Khrushchev,  while 
the  Western  half  did  not  seem 
to  care. 

West  Berliners  went  about 
their  daily  business  as  usual 
amid  the  general  feeling  that 
whatever  the  Soviet  Premier  had 
planned  for  them  after  the  sum- 
mit blowup  in  Paris,  they  could 
do  nothing  about  it. 

NEWSPAPERS  handled  the 
36-hour  visit  almost  casually, 
mixing  it  in  their  front  pages 
with  followups  on  the  Caryl 
Chessman  case  and  news  of  the 
American  presidential  campaign. 

Residents  of  the  Communized 
eastern  sector  of  the  city  were 
in  a more  uneasy  state — as  they 
always  are  when  top  Soviet  brass 
arrives  and  satellite  function- 
aries race  about  drumming  up  a 
“popular  welcome.” 

AS  ANNOUNCED  by  the  East 
German  Press  last  night, 
Khrushchev  was  to  spend  all  of 
today  in  meetings  with  local 
Party  Chief  Walter  Ulbricht  and 
President  Wilhelm  Pieck.  To- 
morrow he  was  to  speak  before 
a public  rally  and  then,  after 
more  conferences,  leave  for  Mos- 
cow early  Saturday. 

Khrushchev’s  arrival  in  this 
former  German  capital  was  con- 
sidered certain  to  signal  the  start 
of  a vicious  new  propaganda 
campaign  aimed  at  undermining 
the  foundations  of  the  free  West- 
ern sector. 

WHETHER  the  Soviet  Premier 
would  take  more  direct  action — 
a new  ultimatum  for  U.  S.,  Brit- 
ish and  French  forces  to  vacate 
the  city  or  the  signing  of  a sei>- 
arate  East  German  peace  treaty 
— remained  to  be  seen. 

Western  officials  here  consid- 
ered one  or  both  steps  likely,  al- 
though it  was  felt  the  Commu- 
nists would  at  least  go  through 
the  motions  of  attempting  mgre 
negotiations  on  the  issue. 

OCT.  10,  the  date  on  which 
the  East  German  regime  cele- 
brates its  11th  anniversary,  has 
been  mentioned  frequently  as  a 
possible  time  for  the  Soviets  to 
complete  the  treaty  and  put  the 
local  Communists  in  charge  of 
Berlin’s  fragile  communication 
lifelines  which  stretch  110  miles 
to  the  west.

The  two  forces  have  taken  many  different 
sides  in  the  history  of  the  world,  he  said.  In 
ancient  history  the  worship  of  idols  and  many 
'Gods  was  opposed  to  the  teaching  of  the  one 
true  God.  During  Paul’s  time,  it  was  spirit- 
ual edification  against  works  of  the  flesh. 
Now  it  is  personal  liberty  against  domination 
of  the  state,  he  said.  ‘ 

The  power  of  good,  by  whatever  name  it 
may  be  called  must  he  coordinated  with 
heavenly  power,  he  said.  This  power  will  be 
built  on  love  for  men  and  not  selfish  motiva- 
tions, he  added.

For  enjoyment  plus  don’t  miss  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity rodeo  team  in  action  Friday  and  Saturday  at  the 
Provo  Fairgrounds  Arena.  The  Cougars’  two  performances 
will  cap  off  Western  Week. 

IP  YOU  HAVE  never  seen  a rodeo  you  have  really 
missed  a sport  that  is  packed  with  action,  variety  and  some 
laughs. 

Getting  back  to  the  Cougars,  here  are  some  cowboys  that 
really  put  on  a show.  They  have  been  competing  this  season 
with  teams  throughout  the  Rocky  Mountains  and  have  been 
making  a good  name  for  themselves. 

Last  week  the  Y ’pokes  finished  second  at  the  Snow 
College  Intercollegiate  Rodeo  at  Ephraim.  Montana  State 
College,  one  of  the  toughest  teams  in  the  mountain  region, 
won  the  Snow  College  contest. 

Incidentally,  the  Montana  outfit  will  be  one  of  the  10 
teams  BYU  will  host  this  weekend.  Friday’s  events  will  be- 
gin at  8 p.m.  and  the  Saturday  activities  will  get  underway 
at  2 p.m. 

SOME  OF  THE  outstanding  members  of  the  BYU  team 
include  Sherril  Tolbert,  Fred  Hoopes,  Bud  Lish,'  Jay  Wright 
and  Jerry  McDonald. 

Tolbert,  an  all-around  perfoi-mer  and  the  BYU  team  cap- 
tain, tied  for  first  place  in  the  ribbon  roping  contest  at  Snow 
last  weekend.  Besides  this  he  was  runner-up  for  the  all- 
around  cowboy  honors  and  he  took  second  place  in  calf  rop- 
ing. 

Some  of  the  events  to  be  staged  this  weekend  are  saddle 
bronc  riding,  bareback  riding,  bull  riding,  calf  roping,  bull 
dogging  and  ribbon  roping. 

IN  THE  SADDLE  bronc  riding  the  cowboy  has  to  ride 
the  horse  with  one  hand  free  at  all  times,  while  spurring  the 
horse  from  the  points  of  the  shoulder. 

Bareback  riding  is  where  a rigging  is  placed  around  the 
horse  and  then  the  cowboy  has  to  stay  on  by  holding  with  one 
hand. 

The  bull  riding  event  consists  of  the  cowboy  trying  to 
stay  on  a bull  by  holding  on  to  a i-ope  one-handed. 

Calf  roping  is  a timed  event  where  the  clock  starts  when 
the  calf  is  let  loose  and  the  cowboy  must  rope  the  calf  from 
the  horse,  then  hop  off  and  with  a rope  he  has  around  his 
shoulder,  he  must  then  tie  the  calf’s  legs,  at  which  time  the 
clock  is  stopped. 

THE  BULL  DOGGING  event  is  probably  the  most  sport- 
ing. The  rider  has  to  jump  from  his  horse  and  grab  the  steer’s 
horns  and  then  throw  it  to  the  ground.  Like  the  calf  roping 
contest,  the  clock  is  started  when  the  animal  is  let  loose. 

Ribbon  roping  requires  a certain  amount  of  track  skill. 
The  cowboy  has  to  rope  a steer,  but  then  he  has  to  jump  from 
his  horse  and  grab  a ribbon  from  the  steer’s  tail  and  run 
the  ribbon  back  to  the  judge. 

BESIDES  THE  events  mentioned  there  will  also  be  girl’s 
barrel  races  and  a goat  tie  for  girls.  / 

In  the  barrel  races  three  barrels  are  placed  in  a triangu- 
lar shape  and  the  girls  are  clocked  on  how  fast  they  can 
get  their  horse  around  the  barrels. 

The  goat  tie  requires  a girl  to ' 
rope  a goat  which  is  tied  to  a 
stake  and  then  jump  from  her 
horse  and  tie  the  goat’s  legs. 

Of  course,  there  will  be  the 
clowns  who  always  draw  a lot  of 
laughs. 


DegndingShoviingsAgainstReilskmw 
Highlight  Downtrodden  Pigskin  Pasi^  -

With  track  and  baseball  cham- 
pionships still  on  the  slate  this 
spring,  the  farthest  thing  from 
the  average  sport  fan’s  mind  is 
the  autumn  perennial — football. 

BYU  FOOTBALL  has  a less 
than  glorious  past  and  perhaps 
its  most  degrading  aspect  has 
been  the  sometimes  unbelievably 
poor  showings  against  arch-rival' 
Utah. 

The  Cougars  undertook  a var- 
sity schedule  of  the  pigskin  sport 
permanently  in  1922  and  except 
for  the  war  years  of  1943-45 
they  have  met  Utah  every  fall. 
That  makes  a total  of  35  games 
and  yet  amazingly  the  records 
show  two  BYU  wins,  four  ties 
and  29  losses. 

OF  THOSE  29  defeats,  14 
have  been  shutouts.  The  Cats 
have  held  the  Utes  scoreless  only 
once,  when  in  1928  the  two 
squads  battled  to  a scoreless  tie. 

Points  scored  over  the  years 
offer  another  comparison  of  in- 
terest. The  Redskins  have  hus- 
tled across  the  Cat  goal  line  for 
927  points  compared  to  a scant 
225  for  the  Y elevens.  The  Utes 
are  averaging  26.5  a game  while 
the  Pumas  haven’t  always  made 
their  conversion  to  average  6.4 
points  a contest. 

The  two  BYU  victories  have- 
n’t been  the  lopsided  variety  by 
any  stretch  of  the  imagination. 
The  Pumas  broke  into  the  win 
column  against  the  Redskins  af- 
tei*  20  years  without  a win  in 
1942.  Under  the  tutelage  of 
Coach  Eddie  Kimball,  now  Di- 
rector of  Athletics  at  the  Y,  the 
Cats  won  12-6. 

Then  after  another  16-year  dry 
spell  the  Y gridders  won  under 
Hal  Kopp  in  1958,  14-7  on  a last 
second  pass  completion  from
